Dr. Norma E. Pfeiffer after more than 15 years of hybridizing at 
the Boyce Thompson Institute for Plant Research has produced a group of 
L, AURATUM x L. JAPONICUM and L. AURATUM x L. RUBELLUM 
hybrids of great beauty. 

In 1954 we were designated sole commercial distributors of these 
lilies, and many hundreds of the bulbs were transferred to a special 
planting at Strawberry Hill. The propagation of selected clones has been 
begun, and we are pleased to offer two small groups this year, with the 
expectation that in 1956 we will be able to supply an increasing number 
of these outstanding lilies to gardeners. 


The PFEIFFER HYBRIDS are characterized by a wide range of 
colorings, markings, shapes, sizes, fragrance and time of flowering. The 
blooms vary in size from 3” across, to perianths of nearly 12”, on stems 
from 18” to 5’. They bloom from the middle of June to the end of August. 
In parentage resemblance they run from the characteristic flower shapes 
and growth habits of their blood lines to a remarkable blending of all 
three. As a consequence, we have corollas of many forms, some white, 
some pink picotéd, some suffused with pink in various shades of that 
color, from faint to reddish; rays gold, pink, red or absent. Maculation 
runs from the virginale whites, through heavy gold and deep crimson 
spotting. For the most part the fragrance of the PFEIFFER HYBRIDS 
is mild and acceptable even indoors.

Planting Depths: With the exception of L. TESTACEUM and L. 
CANDIDUM, which should not be covered with more than two inches 
of soil over their tips, no matter how large the bulbs, virtually all other 
varieties will do best if planted at a depth which is approximately twice 
the height from base to tip of the bulb. Thus, if the bulb measures 2”, 
it should be covered with 4” of soil. We believe that no bulb, whatever its 
size, should have more than 6” of covering soil, and even less where an 
all year ’round mulch is maintained. 


An ideal and inexpensive way to grow lilies is from seed. It results 
in vigorous stock, and in the case of hybrids (marked * in the lists 
above) you may get something new and perhaps valuable. Our seed 
is hand pollinated. Minimum orders for seed alone are $2.50. With each 
shipment of seed comes a leaflet prepared by the North American Lily 
Society telling how to grow them.—Which leads us to urge our customers 
to become members of the N.A.L.S. The Society’s Year Book, newsletters, 
round robins and seed exchange are extremely valuable.
